rous circle of friends, and to the general 
ſatisfaction of the public, departed this life, 
after ſuffering the moſt excruciating tor- 
tures, which ſhe bore with meekneſs and 
ſubmiſſion, a Lavy, much talked of, and 
well known in every part of Europe.

They puſhed. up the ſtairs, 
to the door that leads to the entrance appro- 
priated for the Peers, where they preſſed ſo 
hard on Cochran the door-keeper, that Mx. 

 Qvarws, the Yeoman Uſher of the Black 
1 Rod, was obliged to come out; but even 
| this Gentleman, with all his uſual affabili- 

| | ty, found the taſk of removing the crowd 
too difficult for politeneſs, and therefore 
was obliged to exert the authority of his of- 
fice, and order them out by force.

Tanz days after her death, the was 
interred, in a moſt extraordinary manner, 
at Brookes's Gambling Houſe in St. James's 
ſtreet, by that FAC TION, ſo univerſally 
called THE PARTY, who are the only 
mourners, and the ſole loſers by her death.

the head, as well as the bewels, ſhewed 
ſtrong ſigns of a decaying conſtitution. 


| PROCEEDING downwards, however, they 
found that the windpipe was dinflame, that 
the neck was diſlocated, and that the clavicle 
had received a compound fracture, as if the 


Lady had been ſtrangled, and then thrown 


down ſo as to break the collar bone, which 
was the truth, for Lord Hawkeſbury com- 
mitted the one act, and the Lord Chancellor, 
God forgive him, did 7he other. 


Wurm the ſternum, or cheſt was opened, 
all appeared right-there ; and her heart was 
ſound and ſtrong. The bowels, contrary 
to the idea of the ſurgeons, correſponded 
with the head, and were faultleſs ; and the 
limbs were formed ſo ſtrong, that if ſhe had 
not been ſtrangled, ſhe muſt have lived un- 
til the courſe of nature committed her to the 
grave; for ſhe had no imperfections of her 
own to ſend her out of the world before her 


time.

Tas wwindþipe was the only part that 
differed in her from other windpipes. Its 
functions were ſo delicate, that a ſmall mat- 
ter immediately ſtopped the lungs from play-
